“You speak of the canal as if 
you had a fee simple title to it, while 
as a matter of fact the very deed by 
which we got the canal—here the 
deed was a treaty—was full of condi- 
tions. We surrendered part of our 
sovereignty, yea, but not in the sense 
that you seek to make the American 
people believe we surrendered our 
sovereignty. We have surrendered 
none of our independence.” 

“Yet we surrendered part of our 
sovereignty over about the most im- 
portant part’of our territory we pos- 
seas,” Senator Borah replied. 

It became apparent today that the 
Senate cannot reach a vote on the 
repeal for at least ten days or two 
weeks. unless Democratic leaders 
make an extraordinary effort to speed 
up the proceedings. Under the pres- 
ent arrangement, with only one Sen- 
ator speaking each day, actfon on 
the repea! bill is still some distance 
in the future.

In 1907 
he Went to Vienna, where he stayed 
four years. 

He was distinguished in neither 
place except as a jolly good fellow— 
which nobody can deny—and a chap 
whose taste in gentlemen's shirtings.

prophetic. 

He was offered the appointment of 
Minister to Bucharest, but some of hie 
zealous friends had his appointment 
held up in the Senate, hoping +o get 
him a better one. 

He knew hnhothing of this at the 
time, but was blamed for it, and for 
discipline he was given second secre- 
taryship to Mexico. This wag in the

FRIEND OF MADERO. - 
Francisco Madero entered Mexico 
City as the leader of a social revolu- 


tion. He stood for the redistribution 


of property in hand. He rode ‘nto 
power on the promises he made the 
peons that he would make them own- 
ers of the land they tilled. It was 
the old forty acres and a mule idea 
that seized the negroes after the 
Civil War. 

Madero was a more drastic Lioyd 
George in theory, but a far feebler 
one in. practice. 

The country turned to Madero al- 
most unanimously. He needed to 
fight little. So strongly were the peo- 

le—all the people except the land- 
ords—with him that Diaz, the old 
eagie of Chepultepec,- who had ruled 
as a despot for thirty yeara, fled o!- 
most without resistance. 

But what Madero promised he could 
not perform. His friends who came 
into power with him on the strength 
of his assurances went back on him. 
They told him his plans were impos- 
sible, they insisted on delay. 

And Madero, who could dream great 
dreams, could not manage men and 
make them execute them. 

He fell and was murdered in a 
military revolution. 

During his rule O'Shaughnessy had 
become extremely friendly with him 
and when his murderer, Huerta, suc- 
ceeded him, Q'Shaughnessy quickly 
cultivated a personal relationship 
with him. 

O’Bhaughnessy’s view seemed to be 
that while 30,000 or 40,000 Americans 
lived in Mexico, most of them 41- 
rect)y or indirectly extending Ameri- 
can trade with this country, they al- 
ways should have in him a friend at 
court. In other words, he was for- 
ever trying to establish an influence 
with the Mexican government what- 
ever that was. 

After the removal of Henry Lane 
Wilson as Ambassador last July, no 
one was appointed to succeed him. 
and O'Shaughnessy became Charge 
Affaires. 

It ie believed that he made no rep- 
reseniations as to the policy of recog- 
nizing the Huerta government. (Cer- 
tainly if he did they were never 
known outside the State Department 
and Cabinet. 

But &ll during this trying period 
his personal relations with Huerth 
remained friendly, though of course 
Political relations frequently came 
near the breaking point. 
O’BHAUGHNESSY AS MESSENGER. 

John Lind was sent to Mexico as 
the President's personal representa- 
tive, but except for ten days in tire 
capital he remained here at Vera 
Cruz, 300 miles away, and nexotia- 
tions with Huerta were carried on di- 
rectly through O'Shaughnessy. 

There were dozens of times when 
an open break meaning war with the 
explosive alcohol old Indian dicta- 
tor might have n precipitated, but 
O'Shaughnessy realized this was what 
the home government did not then 
want and staved it off. 

It must have taken considerable 

Staving off, especially after President 
Wlison's announced policy of “watch- 
ful waiting” for Huerta’s fall. but 
O'Shaughnessy and a iot of other 
O'’Shaughnessys behind him in direct 
line have kissed ihe bilarney stone 
and he managed it. 
, One of his chiefest difficulties dur- 
ing this period was getting Ameri- 
cans out of jail. Huerta for the life 
of him couldn't see why they shouldn't 
stay in jail for their offenses, real or 
otherwise, while President Wilson 
Was “watchfully waiting.” 

“One reason for O'Shauchnessy’s 
success in Mexico, as well as for his 
popularity in Viennesé society, is un- 
doubtedly because he is a Catholic. 

STUDIES ALL SIDES. 

The main reason, however, seems 
to be his human pnderstanding, his 
extraordinary ability for getting into 
the other man's skin and seeing 
things from his standpoint, and in his 
language. Hie speaks French, Italian, 
German and Spanish. 

Talk with him for half an hour and 
you feel like laying your problems 
before him; for another half hour 
and he is helping you solve them. 

The most conspicuous example of 
his native diplomatic endowment 
may be left to the end. He not only 
was intimate personally with Diaz, 
Madero and Huerta, one after the 
other, but he kept his job successive- 
ly under Roosevelt, Taft and Wilson. 

This young diplomat of 37 plays 
poker equally well with or without 
cards under the bland exterior of a 
dandy. When the Irish take that 
line, they're hard to fool—and, when 


they want to be, they're great foolers.

statement of Jameg S. Hogue, who 
held up the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany’s Coast line limited just outside 
of th. city last night, robbed pas- 
sengers was down by rail- 
road detectives, that this was his first 
crime, committed because his wife 
was sick and his children hungry, 
made little impression today on the 
company’s detectives. They believe 
that tn Hogue they have a seasoned 
train robber, and on that theory they 
proceeded to collect witnesses of two 
previous hold-ups. Patrick Kindelon, 
the railroad’s chief detective, said to- 
day that Hogue fits in every detail the 
descriptions given of the robber who 
held up train No, 87 between San 
Mateo and Burlingame, Febru 24, 
last, and the robber of train No. 7, be- 
tween Los Angeles and Tropico, in 
January. 

Hogue formerly worked for the 
Southern Pacific Company on the 
Coast line in and around Santa Bar- 
bara. A year ago he worked for the 
Santa Fe Railroad in the San Joaquin 
Valley. 

The revolver used last night by 
Hogue has been identified by M. 
Cairns, Southern Pacific brakeman, as 
the same weapon used by the robber 
who held up train No. 8&7 between 
Burlingame and Sah Francisco on 
February 24. 

In the latter robbery Cairns had 
the revolver thrust in front of his 
face. It is of a peculiar, old- 
fashioned design, and Cairns says it 
is the same weapon. Kindelon re- 
gards Cairns’s statement as con- 
firmation. of his belief that Hogue 
pomnmptes the hold-up on Febru- 
ary 24.

a thousand hogs are butchered every 
day, pork among the Chinese having 
about the same popularity that beef 
has among the English. 

For transporting them great Sax- 
{ble cages of tough basket stuff are 
woven. The hogs, often several hun- 
dred' pounds in are impris- 
oned in these and helpless except so 
far as their great weight enables them 
to offer resistance. Four ropes, block ' 
and tackle are used to swing them 
aboard. The cages are left on the 
deck, but are covered with thatchin 
to protect the captives from wind an 
weather. This method of shipping 
live stock, while very unusual, is also 
very practical. The hog so secured is 
easily handled, the cage itself is ligh 
strong and flexible, offering none 
the inconveniences of a heavy ¥ 
cage.

{Indianapolis News:]. The greatest dis- 
tance at which an iceberg can be cbhserved 
in -clear weather by day is eighteen miles. 
The average berg on an ordinarily clear 
day can be sighted from thirteen te °'$¢-.y5 
miles from the ship; on a cloudy day from 
eleven to fourteen miles. In a slight fog 


_bergs can be sighted at two miles, in a 


dense fog at 200 yards, and in a drizzling 
rain at two and one-half miles. In bright 
moonlight they can be seen at two and a 
half miles with the naked eve; in starlight 
at one mile, and at two miles distant with 
glasses. On a night overcast and dark, but 
with the horizon visible, bergs can be seen 
at a distance of one-half mile with glasses.
